Continued\ from Page 1A 
important to Wasatch County, 

The commissioners asked about 
progress on the pending CUP 
funding bill, and especially about 
the Orton Amendment, which pro- 
tects the county's water supply and 
other county interests. Laird said 
Christiansen indicated that every- 
thing is going very well in Wash- 
ington D.C. and that the amend: 
ment is being accepted without any 
changes being made. 

Laird didn't know when the bill 
would be brought before the House 
Interior Committee. But Steve 
Hansen, county attorney, said he is 
keeping a close eye on the process 
and that it could be presented to the 
committee this week. 

Besendorfer asked for permanent 
diversions in the Provo River for 
local water users as part of the re- 
habilitation of the river. He said 
when Deer Creek Dam was built, 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation 
dug channels in the river and diver- 
sions were put in place, but high 
water washes them out, He said the 
Provo River water users dig out the 
channels every year, but they are 
washed out every spring. 

"The water users along [the 
river] have a hard time getting that 
water out," he said.

Provost said he appreciate 
Garn's support for a bill that woul 
prevent a significant increase i 
fees for grazing on federal land, Bu 
he objected to new regulation gov 
erning grazing. 

He said grazing by local live 
stock owners was cut by 15 percen 
three years ago, then by 26 percent 
Another regulation requires that on 
third of the pastures must "rest' 
each year. Recently, a regulatior 
was added requiring that 60 percen: 
of the grass must be left on the ar. 
eas that can be grazed, 

"There's a problem and it's go- 
ing to hurt the economy in our 
county. This effects all livestock, 
sheep and cattle," he said. 

He said local farmers have lost 
about half of the grazing land on 
federal property with the cuts and
